Level_1_Break stores HTML used to create a "break" 
between level 1 hierarchical navigational elements. It is 
applied when processing the next sequential level 1 
hierarchical navigational element after the number stored in 
Level 1 BreakAfterNumber. 



Hierarchical navigation levels 2 and beyond follow the same 
definition as level 1 did above.
